"known ro percens were killed, 


SHOCKING CASE OF PIRACY OFF 
SINGAPORE.

FOUR CHINESE MURDERED. 


AMfalay Pirates From Tha Islands. 


There came Into Singapore this afternoon 
(Sept>mber rgth) one of the most ghastly sights 
that has ever come into the port for very many 
years, A Chinere tongkang which had left 

| St-sapore on the Oh or 7th instant with a crew 
atelght men, returned to rat ia charge of three 
menonty, Four bodies of the other members 
of the crew, fearfully mutilated, were lying on the 
deck, just on they hat been idiled by Malay 
pirate: whom the poor Chinese bad generously 
offered to onedat and were agsisting. Another 
member of the crew who had become frightened 
had jurape! overkoard and was drowned. If 
Appears from the story gathered from the three 
men left of the crew, that thelr boat, named “Kim 
Hock Hin " took her clearance from Sinpanore of 
the 6th fast., with a cargo of 400 plents of rice, 50 
cases of petroleom, and several bundred dollars 
in cash, for Linpgi, a Dutch leland neer Rhio, 
They had's crew on boardofeightmen. Short- 
ly after they left Singapore they were met by @ 
Malay phrau on board of which were three 
Malays from one of the nelghbouring istands. 
These three men asked ff the tongkang would 
tow them as they were Ured, ‘The Chinamen 
generously pave them this concession and cast 
out a rope, taking the nhraug intow. Everything 
went well, and in the night time the wind 
fell slack. and all the crew were asleep on 
the deck, except the man at the helm... The 
man at the helm slates that, before he was 
aware of what was dolng, the Malays had 
pulled thelr, boat on alongside and hed 
jsmped on board. They made one rush for 
the s'eening crew, and succeeded In despatching 
four of the roor wret'hes where they I+y, cutting 
them up in hocking fashion. Resistance 
was hopelers ; Indeed, ‘before they scarcely had 
thelr cyes oon they were sent {nto eteralty, 
One man of the crew became #0 frightened that 
he jumped overboard and be was drowned, 
unless possibly he has teen picked up by « pass- 
Ing boat, which {s extremely doubtfal. The other 
three men hegged, for mercy and, seelng that 
‘they bad oll {n their power, (although one of the 
men was afterwards badly wounded on the 
arm fiom a kris cut) the Malays Slstened 
to thefr prayer, and did nothing else fn 
the way of attempting to take human life, 
They plurdered all the s-oney they could 
find in the bont, and manaped to get altogether 
something ke gyoo. They never touched the 
cargo; and they seeméd satlsfied with the 
money. They then packed up the money Into 
thelr prahu and left. 

The three Chinsmen, left alone, decided on 
returning tc. Singapore, and the boat amnived 
here eaily this morning. The chlef boarding 
officer went down and, with assistance, brought 
the boat to the landing atsge near the Master 
Atterdant's office, with i's ghastly burden on 
board just as the men had been cut down, The 
Chinese remsining of the crew were particularly. 
asked if the Malays were from Singapore, and
